The city council met in special ses­ 
sion last night to consider bids for the 
improvement of the light and water 
plant. 
All the competing firms, who 
filed bids several days ago, were rep 
resented, and each man was asked 
many questions about various types ot 
engines and different makes of ma­ 
chinery, in addition to the material 
specified in the 
original plans—the 
council desiring to gain a more com 
prehensive knowledge of what 
was 
really the best thing to buy, before 
they awarded a contract, expending 
thousands of dollars 
of the 
city ’s 
money. 
The bills were complicated, several 
of the firms competing, bid with all 
sorts of strings attached, and after 
carefuUconsideration, and a thorough 
investigation, with one eye on the cost 
and another on the quality, the city 
council passed a resolution awarding 
the'contract for electrical supplies and 
machinery to the Fort Wayne E lectri­ 
cal Works, contract price, $(1500. 
And with 
the Hoover, Owens & 
Rentzler engine 
firm of Hamilton, 
Ohio, they contracted for a Hamilton 
Corliss type engine; price, $3750. 
The specifications under which these 
firms were awarded the above con­ 
tracts, calls for the 
installation of 
machinery aud equipment, with ten 
days trial running at their expense. 
The Fort Wayne Electrical Works, 
under the contract, will receive all 
the equipment displaced outside the 
plant, which consists of transformers, 
arc hoods, etc. 
The city will, in all probability, 
endeavor to sell the present plant, to a 
smaller city. 
It is in good condition 
in every respect, but 'the city has out­ 
grown it. 
The new equipment w ill not be in ­ 
stalled immediately, as was the orig­ 
inal intention, but w ill be shipped to 
this citv March 1st., to be placed in 
running order by May 1st. 
The old machinery w ill uot be dis­ 
turbed by the installation of the new 
equipment. 
The council disposed of some other 
business before the consideration of 
bids was taken up. 
Rules were suspended, and bond or 
dinance No. 
172 
was passed upon. 
The bonds 
ordered issued 
for the 
North Oliver street improvement and 
amounted to $1130 41). 
On account of the two new’ bridges 
ou South Main street, the grade was 
ordered raised between them, to con­ 
form with the floor level. 
Herkless Rros. were granted an ad­ 
ditional JO days in which to complete 
their East Eighth street contract.

The will left the principal part 
of the estate to the Board of Commis­ 
sioners of Rush county in trust for 
charitable purposes specified in 
will. 
This trust'w'as accepted bv 
commissioners. 
Iu May, 1003. the complainant, 
cording to his allegation, entered into 
a'con tract with the defendants where­ 
by they were to represent him as a t­ 
torneys in an action against the board 
of trustees. 
According to the provis­ 
ions of the contract the defendants 
were to receive 25 tier cent, of the 
share they recovered for the complain, 
ant as heir-at-law. either through suit 
or compromise with the commission­ 
ers. 
According to the complainant the 
defendants induced him to believe that 
it was doubtful if any portion of the 
estate could be recovered, although 


At the time these representations were 
made, according to the complainant’s 
belief, the defendants had completed 
arrangements whereby 
the commis­ 
sioners should abandon their trust. 
* Under these circumstances, accord­

Needs to Be Extended In Order That 


Adequate Protection for Policyhold 


era M ay Be Secured — Managem ent 


of Dom estic Com panies Is as Good 


and In 
M any Cases Better Than 


T h at of Foreign Companies, but Re 


•ponsibility of State for Home Com 


panies la More Immediate. 


In 
the 
course 
of 
his 
Boonv ille 
speech Gov ernor Hanly said: 


Acting 
under 
executiv e 
direction 
the 
inv estigating 
commission 
has 
made a careful and thorough exami­ 
nation of the affairs of the insurance 
dep artm ent in the office of auditor of 
state, and will be able in a few days 
to file its report. 
The information 
collected will be of great v alue to 
both the executiv e and legislativ e de­ 
p artments. 
It concerns a subject of 
v ast imp ortance and p resents a con­ 
dition 
that 
challenges 
the 
most 
thoughtful consideration of the peo­ 
ple of the state and of those who act 
for them. 
The 
following 
figures 
show 
the 
magnitude of the interests inv olv ed: 
There are forty-nine foreign legal re­ 
serv e life insurance companies; nine­ 
teen foreign assessm ent life insur­ 
ance companies; thirty-sev en foreign 
fraternal 
life 
insurance 
companies, 
and forty-one foreign casualty insur­ 
ance companies, a total of 140, and 
eighteen domestic legal reserv e life 
insurance companies, sixteen domes­ 
tic assessment life insurance coinpa 
nies, nine domestic fraternal life in­ 
surance companies, and three domes­ 
tic casualty companies, a total of 
forty-six, or In all 192 foreign and do­ 
m estic companies writing insurance 
in the state. 
Last year the state re­ 
ceiv ed from insurance fees and taxes 
$ 423,848.23. 
The Indiana companies 
hav e on deposit with the auditor of 
state, for the protection of their pol­ 
icy holders, securities of the v alue of 
$ 8,600,000. 
In 1905 the people of the 
state paid to domestic insurance com­ 
panies premiums aggregating $ 4,721,- 
641.70. 
During the same period they 
paid to foreign insurance companies 
p remiums aggregating $ 18,352,273.71. 
Thus, the people of the state hav e 
paid to Insurance companies, foreign 
and domestic, in a single year, the 
sum of $ 23,073,315.41. 
During the same period those do­ 
mestic companies paid losses to Indi­ 
ana 
people 
aggregating $ 932,336.31, 
leav ing an excess of premiums re­ 
ceiv ed ov er losses paid of $ 3,789,206.- 
39, and the foreign companies paid 
losses aggregating $ 7,611,302.28, leav ­ 
ing an excess of premiums receiv ed 
ov er losses paid of $ 10,840,971.43, or 
a total excess of premiums receiv ed 
in a single year by foreign and do­ 
mestic companies ov er losses paid of 
$ 14,630,177.82. 


Solvency Not Enough. 


These figures disclose the character 
and magnitude of the trust confided 
to the care of the persons who are 
managing the affairs of these com­ 
panies. 
It Inv olv es the interests and 
the sav ings of thousands of people, 
and imposes upon the state the sol­ 
emn duty of doing what it can to in­ 
sure the solv ency of the companies 
and their careful, wise and economi­ 
cal management as well 
It is not 
enough that such companies be kept 
solv ent. 
They must also be honestly 
and 
economically 
m anaged 
Ev ery 
dollar receiv ed by them is a trust dol­ 
lar 
It rep resents the sav ing of some 
man or some woman, laid aside for 
the necessities of old age or the help ­ 
lessness of widowhood or orphanage. 
The true purpose underlying the or­ 
ganization of these companies is not 
the enrichment of any one, but to 
afford the people op p ortunity for the 
inv estment of their sav ings against 
the day of want and necessity. 
The information gathered by the 
commission conv inces me. and I be­ 
liev e when known it will conv ince any 
honest man. that there exist defects 
in the p resent insurance laws gov ern­ 
ing these institutions that ought to 
be remedied and abuses in their m an­ 
agement that ought to end. 
The ad­ 
ministration of these companies in 
many instances is costing more than 
double what it ought. 
I giv e the fig­ 
ures cov ering the op erating expenses 
for a number of Indiana companies 
for 1905 


Excessive Expenses. 
In one Instance 18.97 per cent of 
the whole premium income. 
68.6 per 
cent, of the entire cash p remium in­ 
come, 66 8 per cent ot the entire caib I *gen.ont

tnro m* and 83.3 p er cent, of the en­ 
tire cash disbursements were paid 
out for op erating expenses. 
In another company, 20 per cent, 
of the whole premium income. C0.7 
per cent, of the entire cash premium. 
55% per cent, of the entire cash in 
come, and 90 per cent, of all cash 
disbursements were paid out for op er­ 
ating expenses. 
In another instance 21.3 per cent, 
of the whole premium income, 51.9 
per cent, of the entire cash premium 
income, 49.5 per cent, r / the entire 
cash income, and 85.5 per cent, of tha 
entire rash disbursements were paid 
out for op erating expenses. 
In another company, 29.8 per cent 
of the whole premium income. 63.3 
per cent, of the entire cash premium 
income, 55% p er cent, of the entire 
cash income, and 85 per cent, of the 
entire cash disbursements were paid 
out for op erating expenses. 
In another company. 42.27 per cent 
of the whole premium income was 
paid for op erating expenses, and iD 
yet another. 51.1 
per » cnt. of the 
whole premium income; 
88 per cent 
of the entire cash premium income 
85.6 per cent, of the entire cash dis 
hursemcnts were paid out for oper 
ating expenses. 


Obv ious Wrong in Management. 


I am not an insurance expert. 
I 
confess to lack of technical and scion 
tiflc knowledge upon the subject. 
But 
I know enough to know that an in 
suranee company that uses 42 to 51 
cents out of ev ery dollar of the pre­ 
miums paid to it to defray the ex 
pense of the keep and care of the 
other 58 or 49 cents is not giv ing the 
sort of administration that the policy 
holder Is entitled to receiv e. 
It is 
not a wise inv estment on the part of 
any one to pay $ 190 to a company 
that intends to and does use $ 51 of it 
to defray the expense of adm inister­ 
ing the other $ 49. 
* 
# 
* 
It is interesting to note the salaries 
paid to offieers by one of these eom 
panies that used last year 4 2 per cent, 
of its entire premium income to pay 
the cost of administering its affairs 
The company has fiv e directors, each 
of whom is an executiv e officer, and 
each of whom receiv es an annual sal 
ary of $ 16,000 as such officer, and, 
until quite recently, each 
receiv ed 
$ 4.000 in addition as members of an 
executiv e committee and as directors. 
This, I submit, is an extrav agance that 
ought to he inhibited by law. 


Exorbitant Salaries. 


I am adv ised that the general coun­ 
sel of the company, being one of the 
executiv e officers to whom I hav e re­ 
ferred, receiv es $16,000 a year, and 
that $ 7,500 additional is paid to other 
counsel. 
I make no comment and in­ 
tend no reflection upon the learning 
and ability of these two gentlemen, 
but I know that the company can take 
$10,000 annually and with it employ 
as learned and capable counsel as 
there is in the state of Indiana to p er­ 
form ev ery serv ice the company may 
require. 
By this one act $ 13.500 a 
year could be sav ed to the policy hold 
ers of that company. 
I hav e great 
confidence, too that the men who are 
now serv ing this company in the other 
four executiv e 
positions would not 
resign if their salaries were placed at 
$10,000 each per annum. 
I mention 
these instances as examples of the 
excessiv e cost of administration of 
these companies. 
I do not wish to he misunderstood. 
I am not the enemy of domestic life 
insurance 
companies. 
I 
am 
their 
friend. 
I wish that ev ery dollar of 
the $ 23,000.000 of money paid as in­ 
surance p remiums by the people of 
Indiana each year could be kept at 
home, hut this can oe done only by 
placing domestic companies upon « 
solv ent basis and requiring careful, 
conserv ativ e and honest management 
This is not an attack upon Indiana 
companies 
My purpose is not to in­ 
jure, hut to sav e them: not to tear 
them down, hut to build them up. The 
reforms I suggest will not injure them. 
They will benefit them 
Some per­ 
sons who are managing their affairs 
may hav e to serv e for less exorbitant 
compensation, but that will he bene­ 
ficial 
In the hands of the pqliey hold­ 
ers the money will lie more widely 
diffused 
It will be, too. In the hands 
of those to whom it belongR 


Regulation a Duty. 


Nor do I seek to discriminate !n 
fav or of foreign companies. 
In most 
instances their management has been 
equally as bad. and in some worse, 
than the management of any domestic 
company. 
But they are not children 
of the state of Indiana. 
They are 
chartered by other states. 
Domestic 
companies are children of this state. 
The gov ernor does not bear the same 
relation to the foreign company, nor 
assume the same responsibility that 
he does to the domestic company. 
If 
domestic companies can be put upon a 
sound basis and their affairs wisely 
and economically administered, it will 
giv e them a substantial adv antage in 
competition for uew business ov er the 
foreign company that is extrav agantly 
or corruptly managed. 
The ouly security for domestic com­ 
panies lies in the reformation of the 
abuses which now exist. 
Instead of 
opposing the enactm ent of legislation 
looking 
to 
the correction 
of such 
abuses, the real friends of life Insur­ 
ance In Indiana, whether they he pri­ 
v ate citizens or offieers of these com­ 
panies. will stand with the adminis­ 
tration in its effort to secure such 
legislation 
No 
solv ent 
company 
whose 
management 
has been Just, 
economical and honest, has anything 
to lose and much to gain by legisla 
tion hav ing for its purpose the cor­ 
rection of defectiv e or dishonest man

One of Sulliv an’s bitterest shots 
was as follows: 
“He insinuates that 
I make money out of politics, and 
that his sincerity, therefore, compels 
him to oppose my p articipation in 
Democratic affairs. 
The plain infer­ 
ence is that Mr. Bryan thinks it wrong 
to make money out of politics. This 
boast of his p uts the stam p of insin­ 
cerity all 
ov er 
him. 
If Mr. Bryan 
thinks it wrong to make money out 
of- politics he should quit m aking 
money. 
Mr. Bryan has not one dol­ 
lar that he ev er made out of anything 
but politics. He tried to he a lawyer; 
he w’as a failure at It. He tried to be 
a newsp ap er editor; he was a failure 
at that 
“He Is now a man of property. As 
fortunes go he is a rich man. He has 
made ev ery dollar of his fortune out 
of politics as a step p ing stone to the 
lecture platform. 
Mr. Bryan discov ­ 
ered many years ago that he could 
m ake his political prominence pay. 
He is a shrewd adv ertiser, and in his 
way a clev er business man. 
He has 
discov ered that so long as he is a 
candidate for president and a possible 
nominee, gifted with the ability to 
weav e flowing sentences into well- 
rounded periods, the public will come 
to sec and hear him at so much a 
head.’’

of the resump tion act which went into 
operation in Hayes’ time, in 
1879, 
which lifted ev ery dollar in the coun­ 
try’s currency up to the 
100-cent gold 
lev el, and which has kept it up to the 
gold line ev er since. 
Let that dema- 
cratic demagogue try to figure out the 
billions of dollars of increased pur­ 
chasing power which the resumption 
act gav e to the wages of the work­ 
ingmen of the United States in the 
twenty-sev en years in which tt has 
been in operation. 


Other Law s Enacted. 


In the third of a century In which 
Sp eaker Cannon has been in congress 
the Republics l p arty har. adjusted the 
tariff to the needs of American labor, 
always keeping the interests of the 
workingman in mind and always pro­ 
tecting him against the cheap labor of 
Europe, as rep resented by the com­ 
modities which were shut out at our 
custom houses in fav or of the domes­ 
tic products.

There is frequent Indulg ence among 
men of both the g reat p olitical p arties 
in the careless 
g eneralisation 
that 
"Bry an and Roosev elt are v ery much 
alike.” 
No statem ent p lausible up on 
lta face could be further from the 
troth. 
Between the two men con­ 
trasts. rather than comp arisons, are 
moat ev ident 
It is true that Mr. Bry ­ 
an p rofesses the same dev otion to the 
cause of the masses that Mr. Roose­ 
v elt has manifested in the most con­ 
sp icuous acts of his administration. 
No man has ev er fig ured as a candi­ 
date for the p residency who has not 
made similar p rofessions. 
Bqt, as 
President Roosev elt p oints out in his 
letter to Rep resentativ e W atson—ev i­ 
dently intending to draw a contrast 
between himself and Mr Bry an—there 
is a v ast difference between p hrase- 
making and action. 
Ev en g ood inten­ 
tions do not constitute safe states­ 
manship . 
Profession is to be judg ed 
by p erformance, where that basis of 
judg m ent Is av ailable, or by an analy ­ 
sis of the theories p ut forward as a 
remedy for ev ils comp lained of. 
The 
Job of being an Iconoclast is the easi­ 
est one ex tant. 
Any quack can iden­ 
tify illness when he sees it, and de­ 
scribe to a p atient his own miseries. 
This p erformance is of no p articular 
v alue In effecting a cure. 
The fact 
that each of two p hy sicians decides 
that a man Is afflicted with the small­ 
p ox , and p rofess their ability to ap p ly 
a remedy , is no sufficient reason for 
believ ing tnat they are equally skilled 
in their common p rofession. 
The rec­ 
ord of each p hy sician and the scien­ 
tific basis for his p rescrip tion, arc* the 
factors of Imp ortance in determining 
which is worthy of trust in the em er­ 
g ency . 
President Roosev elt and Mr. Bry an 
hav e Just this in common—-that they 
recog nize and describe certain ev ils 
g rowing out of an ep och of unp rece­ 
dented industrial activ ity . 
As to the 
remedial ag ents to be ap p lied in cor­ 
recting these ev ils, both differ radical­ 
ly . 
It is imp ossible that one of the 
two should not be entirely w'rong as 
to the step s necessary to he taken 
looking *to the correction of abuses 
recog nized by both 
W hat President 
Roosev elt and the leadership of the 
Rep ublican p arty believ es Is of record 
not merely in p ublic addresses, but 
In a series of leg islativ e enactments, 
such as the railway rate bill, by which 
they seek to strike directly at the ev ils 
identified. 
W hat are the remedies soug ht to 
be ap p lied by Mr Bry an? In 18 9 6 and 
19 00 he staked his rep utation as a 
statesm an on the arg ument that the 
free and unlimited coinag e of silv er 
at the ratio of six teen to one was the 
one thing needful to correct an Indus 
trial dep ression which he claimed had 
been p roduced by the demonitization 
of the white metal. 
This theory of 
thing s was ov erwhelmed at the p olls 
It has not only been rep udiated by a 
majority of the American p eop le at 
the p olls, but it has been rendered so 
p rep osterous by the p rog ress of ev ents 
that Mr. Bry an does not ev en claim 
its p resent ex istence as a p olitical 
Issue 
Mr 
Roosov elt nev er threw 
himself more imp etuously into the 
sup p ort of a cause than into that of 
sound 
money 
He 
adv ocated 
the 
m aintenance of the g old standard, and 
claimed with McKinley that the op en­ 
ing of the mills, and not of the mints, 
was the object to he soug ht in nation 
al leg islation 
Which theory has been 
v indicated by the ev ents of the p ast 
decade? 
Abandoning the free silv er issue, 
Mr Bry an turns to the doctrine of a 
tariff for rev enue 
the issue of 18 9 2 
ov er ag ain 
He has been an av owed 
enemy of the p rotectiv e p olicy since 
the day of his first entrance into p oli­ 
tics. and he has abated not one Jot or 
tittle from the hostility which led him 
to declare on Jan 
20. 18 9 4, on the 
floor of the house, during the debate 
on the Wilson tariff bill, that he con­ 
sidered as "as false in economy and 
v icious in p olicy to attem p t to raise 
at a hig h p rice in this country that 
which we can p urchase abroad at a 
low p rice in ex chang e for the p roducts 
of our toll” ; that it was immaterial In 
bis 
Judg ment 
’whether 
the 
sheep 
g rower receiv es any benefit from the 
tariff or not." and that he would not 
admit tbal there was or ev er would 
be a tin p late factory in the JJnited 
States. 
Mr 
Bry an help ed to* frame 
the Wilson tariff bill. 
He was one 
of those who enthusiastically carried 
the author of that measure about the 
floor of the chamber on their should­ 
ers when the bill p assed the house 
Mr. Bry an’s criticism of the measure 
was that It left the tariff rates too 
hig h 
The effects of this m easure aro 
so fresh in the memory of ev ery man 
old enoug h to v ote that it is unneces­ 
sary to more than make mention of 
them. 
If Mr. Bry an were elected p res­ 
ident one of his first acts would be to 
call cong ress tog ether for the p urp ose 
of ap p ly ing to the country another 
dose of the "rem edy ” he and his col­ 
leag ues 
administered 
twelv e 
y ears 
ag o. 
President Roosev elt, on the other 
hand, is a p rotectionist. 
"W e stand 
tinequiv ocally .” 
he writes to Rep re­ 
sentativ e Watson, “for a p rotectiv e 


tariff, and we feel that the p henome­ 
nal industrial p rosp erity 
which we 
are now enjoy ing is not lig htly to be 
Jeop ardized, for it would be to the 
last deg ree foolish to secure here and 
there a small benefit at the cost of 
g eneral business dep ression " 
When 
ev er chang es in the tariff made adv is 
able 
by chang ing 
conditions 
seem 
necessary , he fav ors ‘rev ision, arid a 
g eneral 
readjustm ent 
“ whenev er 1! 
shall ap p ear t j the sober business 
sense of our p eop le that on the whole 
the benefits to be deriv ed from mak­ 
ing such chang es will outweig h the 
disadv antag es: that is, when the re 
v ision will do more g ood than harm.’ 
On the question of p rotection, then, 
which Mr. Bry an makes p aramount, 
the two men are as far ap art as the 
p oles. 
Mr Bry an and Roosev elt, ag reeing 
op the ev ils attendant up on the or 
g anization 
and 
op eration of trusts, 
disag ree flatly as to the remedy to 
be 
ap p lied. 
President 
Roosev elt 
p laces his faith up on remedial leg is 
lation desig ned to correct the dis­ 
criminations 
and 
injustices 
which 
these g reat corp orations hav e p erp e 
trated 
Mr. Bry an p rofesses to be 
llev e that the destruction of the p ro­ 
tectiv e p rincip le would destroy the 
trusts 
In the last cong ress of which 
he was a member, althoug h elected on 
a p latform in which the trusts were 
denounced 
and 
remedial leg islation 
demanded, he did not lift his fing er to 
p rocure a n titrust leg islation, and a 
committee ap p ointed by the sp eaker 
during that cong ress to inv estig ate 
the trust question rep orted the whole 
subject back to the house with a rec 
ommendation that it be referred to the 
nex t cong ress, which was Rep ublican 
While the Wilson tariff law 
swep t 
thousands up on thousands of business 
enterp rises into the v ortex of ruin. It 
failed to bring about the bankrup tcy 
or the disorg anization of any imp ort­ 
ant trust. 
It was much as If Mr. Bry an and his 
colleag ues, on the p retex t of g iv ing 
the g rass sunshine, had set fire to a 
forest, burning the g rass itself but 
leav ing the trees as erect, and the 
shade as dense, as before. 
The coun­ 
try rendered its v erdict on this rem­ 
edial method in 18 9 4. when Indiana, 
for the first time in the history of the 
state, returned to cong ress a deleg a­ 
tion solidly Rep ublican, and the w*hole 
country w*as shaken with the tremors 
of a p olitical earthquake 
President 
Roosev elt, on the other hand, declares 
that “the question of rev ising the tar­ 
iff stands wholly ap art from the ques­ 
tion of dealing 
with 
the so called 
'trusts’- that is. with the control of 
monop olies and with the sup erv ision 
of g reat wealth in business, esp ecially 
in corp orate form 
The only way in 
which it is p ossible to deal with these 
trusts and monop olies and this g reat 
corp orate wealth is by action along 
the lines of the laws enacted by the 
p resent cong ress and its immediate 
p redecessors. 
The cry that the p rob­ 
lem can be met by any chang es in the 
tariff rep resents, whether consciously 
or unconsciously , an effort to div ert 
the p ublic attention from the only 
method of taking effectiv e a c tio n ” 
Within the p ast few months Mr. 
Bry an has added g ov ernment owner­ 
ship of railroads as the third imp ort­ 
ant p lank in his p latform 
Of all his 
p rop ositions it is this up on which he 
finds himself most squarely in op p osi­ 
tion to the p resident 
Mr 
Bry an’s 
p rog ram of state socialism will hav e 
no more strenuous op p onent than The­ 
odore Roosev elt 
It is rendered es 
p eclally objectionable because of Mr. 
Bry an’s effort to square the Demo­ 
cratic doctrine of state’s rig hts with 
this rev olutionary v enture into p ater 
nalistic centralization 
Mr Bry an p ro­ 
p oses that the g ov ernment shall con­ 
trol the trunk lines and the states the 
local 
lines, 
thus 
creating 
a 
crazv 
quilt sy stem of transp ortation that 
would he the wonder, althoug h p er­ 
hap s not the admiration, of the world 
Mr. Bry an's weird p rog ram is op en 
to all the objections that may be urg ed 
ag ainst scientific socialism, and is ra 
p able of being sup p orted by few of the 
p lausible arg uments p ut forward in 
fav or of the Debt theorv of g ov ern 
ment 
To socialism, either scientific 
or 
unscientific. 
Theodor« » 
Roosev elt 
has on more than one occasion de­ 
clared his undy ing op p osition 
He is 
a believ er in indiv idual freedom, and 
sees In state socialism only the en­ 
slav ement of the citizen, » he destrue 
tion of that Indiv idual Initiativ e- which 
has been resp onsible for the triump hs 
of A m erken civ ilization, the oblltera 
tion of which would sink American 
social and industrial life to the dead 
lev el of mediocrity 
President Roose­ 
v elt believ es in the sp irit which was 
breathed into American institutions 
by the founders of the g ov ernment 
and will be found fig hting ag ainst a 
sy stem 
of 
state 
absolutism 
which 
found its concep tion 1n the Ideals of 
monarchical countries, and is an im­ 
p ortation so thoroug hly un-American 
that it mig ht well be turned back at 
Castle Garden as an undesirable im­ 
mig rant. 
The differences between President 
Roosev elt and Mr. Bry an enter into 
the moral qualities of the men 
Both 
are of irrep roachable p riv ate charac­ 
ter, but the fiber of the men as dis 
p lay ed in their p ublic careers Is wide 
ly v ariant. 
Two y ears ag o Mr Bry an 
p rotested ag ainst the p rostitution of 
his p arty to the base uses of the Bel­ 
monts, the Sulliv ans and the Tag 
g arts. whom he denounced unsp aring ­ 
ly . 
He 
p roclaimed 
throug h 
"The 
Commoner” that the candidacy of Mr. 
Parker was conceiv ed in London, at 
a conference in w-hicb Pierp ont Mor­ 
g an p articip ated. 
He op enly stated, 
ag ain and ag ain, that the nomination 
of Mr. P arker would rep resent th e tri­ 
ump h of corp orate interests within 
the Democratic p arty , that it would 
render certain the control of the g ov 
era ment by serv ile creatures of larg e j 


cetv e of Mr. Roosev elt, after lay ing 
bare such beliefs with reference to a 
candidate for nomination ev en within 
his own p arty , acquiescing in that 
nomination and taking the stump tc 
ap olog ize for it and adv ocate the 
election of one whose selection at St 
Louis rep resented, according to Mr 
Bry an, “a mortg ag ing of the p arty to 
cap italists to secure an enormous cor 
rup tion 
fund,” and 
whose election 
mig ht result “In p acking the sup reme 
court of the United States ag ainst the 
p eop le for y ears to come"? 
W as this 
course of Mr. Bry an in sav ing his face 
ag ainst future p residential camp aig ns 
in any resp ect a Roosev eltian p er­ 
formance? 
It is well to remember 
that if the p eop le of Indiana and of 
the country had followed the adv ice 
of Mr 
Bry an in 19 04, none of the 
g reat leg islativ e reforms which hav e 
been accomp lished during the p ast 
two y ears could hav e come to p ass 
and the White House, if Mr. Bry an 
was truthful in the sp ring of 19 04, 
would hav e been only an annex tc 
Mr. Belmont's banking house 
Mr. Bry an and President Roosev elt 
are not “v ery much alike.” 
They are 
not at all alike, ex cep t in this, that 
each one of them Is mig htily different 
from the other in ev ery essential re­ 
a p e d ex cep t their wholesome p riv ate 
liv es and the consp icuous p laces they 
occup y In the leadership of their re 
sp ectiv e p arties.
